and whatever biographical dictionaries 
mention Livius at all seems" to have 
taken over this data without question.

February issue of The Granite Month- 
ly. Mr Mayo came across the material 
while working on his Wentworth 
bi- 


ography, and he presents it with hu- 
man understanding, as well as histori- 
ical soundness. We quote only a few 
paragraphs from that article. 


"Among the "Langdon Manuscripts', 


preserved in the library of the Histor- 
ical Society of Pennsylvania, are some 
family notes written 
in the 
well- 


formed hand of Peter Lewis Livius, the 
father of Peter Livius, the 
Trouble- 


Maker. From this reliable, 
contem- 


porary account we learn that Peter 
Livius was born July 12, 1739, at Lis- 
bon, Portugal. His father was a Ger- 
man, 
nay more—he was a Prussian 


from Hamburg. 
And .as he tells us 


that his ancestors lived in or near 
Hamburg, one is inclined to doubt 
Brewster's statement that 
he 
was 


"of a Saxon lamib' of 
distinction." 


However that may have been, young 
Peter's mother was neither Prussian 
nor Saxon, but cither English or Irish. 
Susanna Humphrey she was, and her 
birthplace was 
Waterford 
in 
the 


south of Ireland. 
The elder 
Levius 


(for so he spelled his name) tells us 
that he was born in Hamburg—or as 
he writes it "Hambro"—August 18, 


1GSS, and th.it ho took up his abode in 
Lisbon, November 9, 1703. He is reti- 
cent as to the cause of his migration, 
but there are records indicating that 
he became a merchant there. 
And 


j thoush be docs not state how or whore 
he became acquainted with Miss Hum- 
phrey, he seems to have been in iro" 
doubt regarding the date of their mar- 
riage, June 15. 172S. 


Young Peter was the sixth child o£ 


this 
couple. Like most eightecnih 


century children he had smnllpox at a 
very early age. Happily, for himself 
and for his family he survived. Then, 
when he was hardly old enough to be 
out of the nursery, his mother took 
him.to England and "put him to school 
at Mr. Sherondel's at Chelsea." The 
father gives us the date for this, too— 
February 10, 1745 Peter w;is not yet 
six years old. Apparently he with- 
stood homesickness as well as he had 
passed through smallpox, for a year 
later his father records that he is still 
at Chelsea and in good health. 
The 


next we hear of him is in April, 175-1, 
when he returned to Lisbon. At four- 
teen, therefore, Peter Livius seems to 
have terminated his schooling.

of 


Portsmouth," he became 
a. man 
of 


"Liberal education", and it is reason- 
able to suppose that the honorary de- 
gree of Master of Arts which Harvard 
College conferred upon him

—Peter Livius with them—"at Alcan- 
tara,'near Lisbon."

We learn-by experience. Disaster teaches us a lesson that, 


•perhaps, will last a little longer than most of the others, but it 
does not last long enough.- Every year or so, we awaken by 
some terrible disaster—a fire, a faulty ro'of or some equally 
destructive,neglect—to the fact that we are overlooking some- 
thing. 


Recently a fierce fire in an insane hospital brought forcibly 


to the attention of the public that some of our institutions are 
antequated—that we have been progressing in some lines 
faster than in others. In our mad rush for success,- we have 
forgotten those unfortunates who are in the public keeping. 
This fire has sent officials all over the country scurrying around 
to see if there is the prospect of another like disaster in their 
community. 


A few months ago, the roof of a theatre crashed in and killed 


many. 
That awakened the country to the fact that some 


theatres might be faulty in.construction and investigation af- 
ter investigation was the-result. And thus it is. Disaster after 
disaster teach us the lessons human caution should warn us 
against. 


There are officials to whom we look to investigate condi- 


tions. They are paid by the people for the purpose of protect- 
ing them. They are hired because they are considered experts 
in their line. We place our lives in their hands. Then we sit 
down to wait. If there is any stringency to be exercised in 
laws in this country, there should be a penalty—the severest 
penalty—for failure to perform the sacred duty placed in the 
hands of these public servants. 


Home for Vice President. 


Vice President Coolidge has won popular acclaim in his 


stand against accepting the offer of a home for the vice presi- 
dent at Washington. It would, really, be quite nice to have a 
very ornate residence for the second "best" in'the country to 
show our visiting friends, but it would be very expensive to 
maintain. These free home propositions have proven to be 
luxuries that even the taxpayers cannot stand. 


The one great trouble with institutions of this kind, the of- 


ficial cannot seem to get along without a- house as big as the 
usual city hall. Such things are costly, no matter if they are 
donations—as this was to be. Maine has a white elephant on 
its hands right now in the home of The governor. It looks fine 
and adds greatly to the attractiveness of the street in compari- 
son to what it was before the state took it over, but it is a 
.wonderfully hungry white elephant. And Maine is not the 
only state that can tell the same story.

Chicago.—The dust explosion men • 


ace in grain elevators, which has cost 
several lives and damage running into 
millions of dollars in the 
last 
few- 


years, is to be removed by the elimin- 
ation of the dust, as a result of inves- 
tigations conducted by a 
committee 


representing grain dealers, boards of 
trade, fire insurance interests and fire 
prevention experts. 


The Committee'on Dust Control in 


Grain Elevators was organized early 
in 1922 after a series of disastrous ex- 
plosions, including the$2,500,000 blast 
which destroyed the mammoth 
con- 


crete elevator of the 
Armour 
Grain 


Company and the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad here, with a loss of 
several lives. 
The 
insurance 
com- 


panies paid $1.00.0,000 claims on that 
explosion. Canada has had three, dis- 
astrous e'xplosioRS recently, -one at St. 
John's. X. B., one at Montreal and the 
third at Port Colburn, Ont. 


As a result of investigations under- 


taken by A. R. Small, chairman of the 
committee and _vice president of the 
Fire Underwriters 
Laboratories here, 


the committee has decided to recom- 
mend installation of apparatus in all 
elevators to remove the dust from the 
grain as it is handled. 


The "Gnderwriters Laboratories has 


been commissioned to develop the ap- 
paratus and standards of practice to, 
be followed to insure removal of the 
dust, without sucking out any solid 
grains.1 


The investigation by the laboratories 


has uncovered considerable informa- 
tion as to the'cause of dust explosions. 
In nn 
average 
car 
load 
of grain 


brought to the elevators there is about 
thirty pounds or two bushels of light 
dust, which is subject to spontaneous 
Combustion as a result 
of oxidation 


when exposed to air, making 
it par- 


ticularly dangerous. 


"Dust is more dangerous than solids 


because of the greater surface exposed 
to the air," according to Mr. Small. 
"A pound of coal in a lump offers a 
certain amount of surface to the oxy- 
gen In the air. Crush the same amount 
of coal into dust and the exposed sur- 
face is greatly multiplied, increasing 
the danger. The same thing is true of 
the fint dust collected 
in handling 


grain. • 


"There always have been grain dust 


explosions in elevators, but strangely 
enough they did not begin to attract 
national attention until the huge fire- 
proof concrete elevator was perfected. 
Before that a small wooden ^elevator 
would be wrecked, but the amount of 
grain affected and the damage caused 
was so small as to attract only local 
attention. 


"With the concentration of millions 


of bushels of grain in hue 
concrete 


elevators, multiplying the danger many 
times and likewise increasing the pos- 
sible loss, the 
occasional explosions 


have become such a menace as to re- 
quire study."
